few men could write; and he was able to 
wmite it because 
he 
had 
the kind of 
w'ealth that few men succeed in amas­ 
sing. 
He had in shon, a thoroughly happy 
life; he had love and friendship in abun­ 
dance; and when he came to the end he 
was able to thank God that he had livmd. 
Could any mortal ask for more?
